Examples of thoſe, who, while they held Communion 
with the Devil 7 Frequenting thoſe Shows, did at 


' the ſame Time fall away from the Faith. And then 


he adds, For no Man can ſerve tuo Maſters. What 
Communion hath [Light with Darkneſs And what 


Fellowſhip hath Life with Death ? We ought (faith 


he) to hate thoſe Meetings and Aſſemblies of the 
Heathen, becauſe there the' Name of GOD is 
9 And after this he expoſtulates thus 
with thoſe in his Time, Do you doubt but that in 
the Minute, in which you ſhall be preſent. at the 
Synagogue of Satan, all the Angels do look down from 
Heaven, and behold every one who ſpeaks the Blaſ- 
phemy, and who hears it, who lends a Tongue, and 
who lends an Ear to the Devil to be employed againſt 
GOD? Will you not therefore avoid that Seat of 
the Enemies of CHRIST, - that infectious Chair, and 
that Air, which is polluted with ſuch wicked and 
profane Diſcourſe ? And therefore ſince our no- 
dern Plays, which are ated in thoſe Houſes, are 
no leſs inferiour to the ancient Ones in Impiety and 


| Lewadneſs than they are in Show and Pomp; we 


may ſuppoſe, that thoſe ancient Fathers, it they 
had lived in our Days, would have expreſſed their 
Reſentments now, in the ſame Language which 
they did then. Since they have ſuch a malignant 
Influence upon Faith and Manners, (as it is own- 
ed almoſt by all Perſons, and as it is generally 
complained that they have) they may be reckon- 
ed among theWorks of the Devil. as well as thoſe of 
former Ages, and therefore ought not to be en- 
couraged by ſuch, who call themſelves Chriſtians. 
And ſince we alſo have been baptized, and have 
promiſed to Renounce the Devil and all bis Works, 
as well as the vain Pomps and Vanities of this wick- 


ed World, and all the ſinful Luſts of the Fleſh, 70 
B . - that 
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that wwe will not follow, nor be led by them; we 


ought, as they did, to conſider the Nature of our 
Baptiſmal Vow, and (q) beware, left we break that 
Covenant, which we ſo ſolemnly made with our 

That this is our preſent” Caſe may be abun- 
dantly ſeen in many Books and Treatiſes, which 
have been printed on this Subject; among which 
I ſhall only mention one of the greateſt Rank 
among us, which is Archbiſhop. Tillotſon, who in 
(r) one Sermon calls the Play-Houſe the Devil's 
Chapel, and the School and eres of Lewaneſs 
and Vice. And in another (5) he ſaith, that zhe 
Plays do intrench upon natural Modeſty, and for that 
Reaſon are forbidden and condemned by the Chriſtian 
Religion; and (as they are now ordered among us) 
are a mighty Reproach to the Age and Nation. That 
they are intolerable, and not fit to be permitted in a 
civilized, much leſs in a ChriſtianNation, and that they 
do moſt notoriouſly miniſter both to Infidelity and Vice. 
By the Profaneneſs of them they are apt to inſtil bad 
Principles into the Minds of Men, and to leſſen that 
Awe and Reverence, which all Men cught to have 
for GOD and Religion. And by their Lewaneſs 
they teach Vice, and are apt to infeft the Minds of 


Men, and diſpoſe them to lead and diſſolute Practices. 


And therefore (as he adds) J do not ſee how any 
Perſon, pretending to Sobriety and Virtue, and eſpe- 
cially to the pure and holy Religion of our bleſſed 
SAVIOUR, can without great Guilt, and open Con- 
tradiction to his holy Profeſſion, be preſent at ſuch 
lewd and immodeſt Plays, much leſs frequent them, 
as oo many do, who yet would take it very ill to be

ſhut out of the Communion of Chriſtians ; as they 
would moſt certainly have been in the firſt and pureſt 
Ages of Chriſtianity. 5 

And now let us conſider the Reaſon, which the 
Apoſtle en in the Text. If we ſhould encou- 
rage this Evil, it will make Way for more: And, 
if we do not hun theſe profane and vain bablings, 
they will increaſe unto more ,ungodlineſs. In vain do 
we pretend to a Reformation of Manners and a Re- 
gulalion of our Youth, when ſuch Temptations lic 
in their Way, which, if frequented, will certain- 
ly debauch them. In this Caſe we muſt expect 
that Youth will follow what is moſt agreeable 
to their corrupt Inclinations; and whilſt the Temp- 
tations are equally ſtrong on either Side, and the 
Heart of Man is fully ſer in him to do Evil, we 
cannot but expect, that the Conſequences hereof 
will be fatal to ſome, and that the Devil will not 
be wanting to make Uſe of ſuch Opportunities ta 
tempt Men to Sin, until they are involved in eter- 
nal Deſtruction. The ſad Experience hereof made 
Menander, a Heathen Poet, to ſay, That evil Com. 
nunications do corrupt good Manners; which was ſo 
certain and true, that it became a Proverb in Greece, 
and was afterward- aſſented to by St. Paul, who 
inſerts the ſame into the holy Scriptures with a 
hr, Caution of his own, leſt we ſhould be 

eceived by ſuch Inſinuations. And therefore it 
may not be amiſs to ſuppoſe, that St. Paul, di- 
recting his Epiſtle to Timothy at Epheſus, where 
the Comedies of Ariſtopbanes were frequently acted, 
might have a particular Reference to theſe Enor- 
mities, when he adviſed him to Hun profane and 
vain bablings, becauſe they would increaſe unto more 
ungodlineſs : And indeed we there find the Effects 
thereof, for (7) their Manners were looſe and prov

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fligate, wanton, and effeminate ; and they had an In- 
junction in their common Diſcourſe, Let none of 
ours be thrifty. And if this was the Caſe i in a City, 
where they could hardly be worſe, what Degene- 
racy muſt be expected in a Place profeſſing Chri/ti- 
aug, and making, at leaſt, ſome Show of Reli- 
ion * | 

, But it is not ſufficient to ſpeak of the Increaſe 
of Ungodlinefs in general ; and therefore I ſhall 
mention ſome particular Vices, which ſeem, in a 
reat Meaſure, to be the Effects of our preſent 
tage and their Actings. 

The firſt is, The Profaning of .GOD's Name 
by. Swearing, Curſing, and aſphemy. The In- 
creaſe of this Vice is moſt amazing, and no one 


that walks the Streets is ſure, that he ſhall not 


hear People calling upon GOD to damn and con- 
found: ſometimes Lon and ſometimes others, 
and more particularly that the Plague may rot 
them. There are innumerable and intolerable Ex- 


amples of theſe Sorts in our modern Plays, as they 


have been fully expoſed by later Kichord and 
theſe are ſpoken as Patterns "for the Bullies of the 
Age to imitate, The Diſappointments in Come- 
dies are never thought, ro be ſufficiently expreſs'd, 
nor the Paſſions in Tragedies to be ſufficiently rais'd, 
until their Reſentments are mixed with ſuch helliſh 
Language. Neither are they contented with ſuch 
as are more common, becauſe it looks as if they had 
not Wit enough to affront GOD more effectu- 
ally than choir Neighbours ; but they are daily 
inventing a continua Variety of this Nature, as 

if the Play-Houſe was only a Forge to hammer out 
new Pieces, of Armour, whereby to rebel againſt 


GOD, and bid him Defiance. They who hear 


them with Delight ſoon learn them, and afterward uſe 


them in other Places 3 and thus like Perſons fi = 
: - of

of 
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of the Plague (which they often call for) they 
carry the Infection from Place to. Place, and ſo 
it overſpreads the Nation. e i 
Secondly, Murtbers are often the Effects of the 
Stage. Many of our modern Tragedies are de- 
ſigned to ſnew the Succeſs of ſuch, who think their 
Wills to be a Law, who hector at, quarrel with, 
fight and deſtroy ail before them. To theſe it is 
that the Actors pay Reſpect, give them great Ti- 
tles, admire their Courage, and praiſe their Vices, 
inſtead of Virtues. Such Sights, Bloodſhed, and 
Murther, being ſhewn on a Stage, do by De- 
grees occaſion the Spectators to be —_ and 
outrageous 3 and Men do there learn to be inbu- 
man. Such Perſons, who are in the Heat of 
Youth, and are of a proud and paſſionate Tem- 


. immediately think, that they may act the 
a 


me Parts upon the publick Stage of the World, 
and come off with the ſame Succeſs, until they 
are convinced of their Error, when perhaps it is 
too late. And it is very obſervable, that the great- 
eſt Perſecutions, which were ever raiſed againſt the 
Chriſtians, were began and carried on in Heather 
Rome, where they had their Theaters, and their 
Tragedies were moſt frequently acted. This made 
them more cruel and delight in Bloodſhed, inſo- 
much that, at laſt, the Martyrdom of the Saints be- 
came their Diverſion, - and Chriſtians were in Rea- 
lity brought forth, and devoured by wild Beaſts, 
to make Paſtime for thoſe, who had pleaſed them- 


* ſelves with ſuch Reſemblances. And ſince the 


Reformation it is as remarkable, that the moſt dread- 
ful Perſecutions againſt the Proteftants, and all their 
Deſigns to deſtroy our Religion, have either been 


begun, or, at leaſt, carried on and promoted by 


that City. This is the great Whore, who hath 
been diverted by the 'Fheaters, Carnivals _ 
BO bilees \ 
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bilees ; and, as ſhe was addicted to ſuch Sports and 
Paſtimes, it may be the leſs wondered at, that 
in all Ages ſhe hath made herſelf fo drunk with 
the Blood of the Saints. And even, among our- 
ſelves, it will be difficult to find one Inſtance of a 
Challenge or a Duel, except among ſuch, whoſe * 
Spirits have been warmed by being prefent at ſuch 

a Furnace as this. But, having 2 ſuch Things 
in jeſt, they loſe their Lives in earneſt. 

Thirdly, Adulteries and Whoretloms are the com- 
mon Effects of che Stage. In one of our Plays 
(#) an Actor boaſts, that this Effect is ſo viſible 
in their Neighbourhood, that their Hearers can- 
not fail of Opportunities for ſuch a Purpoſe. And 
indeed the natorious Immodeſty, both in Words 
and Actions, Which are there both heard and ſeen, 
the filthy Songs which are there ſung, and the 
Muſick framed by the Compoſers with fuch Notes, 
as will moſt affect the Paſſions, are but as ſo La 
Temprations to Luſt, and ſerve only to inſtru 
the Hearers, how to carry on their own filthy 
Deſigns, that ſo, at their . j in a 
mix'd Company, they may go (if poſſible) to a 
worſe — a lie the 1 Abr of what was 
thus repreſented. Neither do the Effects ſtop here. 
Thefe Songs are taught to young Ladies to ſing, 
before they are ſenſible as they mean, and ſo 
the Parents pay for the Ruin of their own Chil- 
dren. Thus they learn Love-Songs,and ſuch as are 
frequently intermix'd with Smut, and even Mo- 
_ to Luſt : Theſe they are obliged frequently 
| before they can learn them, and the 
. cian ſeldom falls to ſet the worſt Part off to

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the greateſt Advantage; ſometimes by a frequent 
Repetition of the Words, ſometimes by Affecting 
Diviſions, and always by ſuch ſoft Notes, which, 
they too well know, will work upon that Paſſion. 
This of courſe makes them wanton, and ſo they 
think of Huſbands, before they are capable 
to chooſe for themſelves. Thus they are ſoon en- 
ſnared ta gratify their Paſſions, by others who on- 
ly catch at their Fortunes; and are often tempt- 
ed to worſe Acts, which prove the Ruin of them- 
ſelves, and the Sorrow of their Parents. Thus 
our noble Science of Muſick is debaſed, and, like 
Cannon taken by the Enemy, is directly levelled 
againſt the firſt Proprietor. It was, ar firſt, in- 
tended in the Church of GOD to ſet forth his 
Glory both — ana and private, and be a Help 
to us in our Way to Heaven ; but, inſtead of this 
ancient Deſign, 1t 1s abuſed to his Diſhonour, and 
there is very little private Uſe made of it, un- 
leſs it is to debauch Men's Morals, to heighten 
their Luſts, and ſend them directly into the 
Road to Hell. Good Men may wtſh, and pray, 


and endeavour for a Regulation ; but it muſt be 


an over-ruling Providence which can effect it, 
and to him alone in ſuch a Caſe muſt the Glory be 
iven. | 

; Fourthly, Taleneſs is the common Effect of the 
Stage. It is with great Difficulty, that Youth are 
kept to Labour and Induſtry ; and therefore all 
Temptations to the contrary are prejudicial. Burt, 
when ſuch leave their Callings to go to the Plays, 
it is but ſeldom, that the Maſters have any Com- 
mand of thoſe who are under-them. They have 
a ſtrange Inclination to go thither again and again; 
and fo all neceſſary Buſineſs ſhall be neglected to 
gratify their Fancy. Beſides, it is uſually late, 
before the Plays are ended, and, if the Company 

| 13 
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is large, the Heat of the Place will make them 
irſty. This expoſeth them to go to Taverns and 
Alebouſes, and then it is ſo much the later, before 
they return Home. By this Means Families are 
diſordered, and forced to keep unſeaſonable Hours, 
and therefore they cannot be ſo early about their 
lawful Callings. - After this, fach Youth think 
_ themſelves too good to be confined, and grow weary 
of the Station, in which GOD hath placed them. 
Thus the Principles of Idleneſs and Extrayagancy 
are ſtrangely infuſed into ſuch People, as reſort to 
theſe Places, which often tend to their utter Ruin. 
This may be an Argument to perſuade all T radeſ- 
men and Shopkeepers to reſtrain their Children, 
Servants, and Apprentices. If they are ſuffered to 
go. thither, they will be apt to frequent them; 
and, if they have no Money of their own for fuch 
a. Purpoſe, they will be apt, as Occaſion requires, 
to ſteal it from their Parents and Mafters, which 
being done by little and little, it may be long 
before it is miſſed in the Way of Trade, and after 
that it will be impoſſible to know how much they 
have been injured. - 1 
Fiſibly, 8 F all Religion is too often 
the Effect of the Stage. As ſuch Perſons ſeldom 
ſcruple to ſpeak the moſt horrid Blaſphemies, as a 
Diverſion and Entertainment to their Company; ſo 
we cannot expect, that they, who are delighted with 
ſuch Things, can be reckoned Men, who have any 
Senſe of the Honour of GOD, or Fear of his Jadg- 
ments. Nothing is more common here for ſuch, 
than to affront their Maker, and make a Goddeſs 
of their Miſtreſs, to. think of no Heaven, except 
in her Company, and no Hell, hut to be kept 
from her. This and much more, which one would 
\ tremble to relate, is the Language of the Play- 
Houſe, and indeed ſome of the beſt. An Author

Have no fellowſhip with the unfruitful works of dark- 
neſs, but rather reprove=them ;, For it is a ſhame 
even to ſpeak of thoſe things, which are done of them 
in ſecret. So Prov. xiv. 14. &c. Enter not into the 
path of the wicked, and go not in the way of evil 
men. Avoid it, paſs not by it, turn from it, and 
paſs away; For they ſleep not, except they have done 
miſchief ; and their ſleep is taken away, except they 
cauſe ſome to fall. For they eat the bread of violence, 
and drink the wine of deceit. And Pſalm. 1. 1, 2. 
Bleſſed is the man, that hath not walked in the coun- 
jet of the ungodly; nor flood in the way of ſinners, 
and hath not ſate in the ſeat of the ſcornful. But

at Home. To ſuppoſe that ſuch can like it, is a 
groſs Reflection on their Virtue ; and therefore it 
may rather be hoped, that they will take Care 
not to expoſe themſelves. To fit contentedly and 
hear a Parcel of ſuch lewd, wanton, and ſmutty 


Diſcourſe, both in Proſe and Verſe: To ſee ſuch _ 


Plots and Contrivances carried on both for Whore- 
dom and Adultery without Deteſtation, makes 
the Rakes of the Town think, that theſe are as 
bad as themſelves, and that it is not a Senſe of 
the Sin, but rather of ſome temporal Inconveni- 
encies, or Want of Opportunity, which reſtrains 
them from Committing the like. This expoſeth 
them to ſuch Addrefles, which they themſelves 
abhor; and then, being afraid wherever they go, 
they wiſh too late, that they had never given

ty GOD, and in Contempt of the Statutes of this 
Realm, ſhewing their plain Tendency to overthrow all 
Piety, and advance the Intereſt and Honour of the 
Devil in the World; from almoſt ſeven thouſand 
Inſtances, taken out of the Plays of the preſent Cen- 
tury, and eſpecially of the five laſt Years, in Def:

no further. But this hath been formerly and ef- 
fectually anſwered. Collier having expoſed ſome 
Plays of Congreve for this Reaſon, he makes thi: 
Excuſe in print, and urged it as far as it would 
go; to which Collier made a Reply, and ſhewed 
the Weakneſs and Inſufficiency. of this Pretence. 
So that they, who urge this Argument, ought 
firſt to anſwer that Book, or otherwiſe it ſtands as 
an Anſwer, to all that they ſtill aſſert. But the 
ſtill Inſiſting on this baffled Argument ſhews te 
that ſuch Men will never take an Anſwer, and r 
with them there is no arguing.

But to this it may be anſwered, Firſt, That 
granting this to be true, yet there is no Diſ- 
couragement of MHitchcraft or Magick. The

And certainly, when the Poets make every Tit- 
tle thus fulfilled, they cannot do more to encou- 
rage thoſe diabolical Conſultations. But if Mack- 
beth was deſtroyed for Confulting Vitebes, it will 
alſo be remember'd, that he gained a Kingdom 
by the ſame Method, and this is a ſufficient En- 
couragement. If the Apprehenſions of temporal 
Death will not freighten Men from capital Crimes 
in other Caſes, then certainly it will not in ſuck 
Caſes as theſe. Beſides, Men are willing to ob-

Spirits of thoſe, who might be afraid, and boldly 
tells the Audience, (g) That I 


Thoſe who expect, and do not fear their Dooms, 
May hear a Meſſage, tho* from Hell it comes. 


The Prophet Jſaiab tells us, that (v) his former 
Prophecies. are come to paſs ; he alſo declares new 
Things, and tells us of them before they ſpring forth ; 

and (i) he challengeth all the Heathen Idols to 
Lew the things, that are to come hereafter, that we 
may know them to be gods. The Stage roundly an- 
ſwers to this Challenge, and aſcribes it all to the () 
more than mortal or infallible Fore-knowledge of 
the Devil, and ſo make his Deluſions, uttered by 
Witches, to vie with thoſe ſacred Oracles, former- 
ly revealed to the Prophets. 3 

I have dwelt the longer on this Play, as being 
one moſt frequently acted. There are a vaſt Num- 
ber of others, which are more flagrant than this. 
However it is plain, that a ſingle Sentence is of- 
ten catch'd at, and turn'd to excuſe the Poet, 
when the whole Plot and Contrivance lies the con- 
trary Way.
